THE SHOPS ACT. 

Mr. Lb. J. Duffy, General ‘Secretary, 
said that it was notorious that the 
«udministration of the Shope Act in the 
country Was in a most unsatisfactory position. 
He referred to the legal action taken against 
the Rathmines Urban Council, and said that 
no decision had been given until the Act had 
been repealed. The thmines Council had 
appealed against the decigi ey costs. 
That was heard in December, no decision 
had yet been ae Presumably, they were 
waiting until the Act of 1926 was á op i 
He though; that it was time that the ad- 
ministration of these Acts should be taken 
out of the hands of local authorities. 

Mr. Mortished (Dublin) agreed that it would 
be better if the administration of the Act 
was centralised, The Minister to whom this 
might be transferred had no sympathy with 
the shop assistants.

have highly important effects on that branch 
of education generally. It was no exaggera- 
tion to say that one-half of industry was 
engaged in manufacturing and the other half 
engaged in selling. ‘The department dealing 
with selling had been neglected, with the 
result that they had a large number of young 
people adopting selling as a career i who 
got no opportunity of training themselves. 
TRAINING ASSISTANTS. 

In Dublin the assistants attached to the 
Merchants’ Drapers’ Association were allowed 
to attend classes in technical schools. That 
was an important departure, and the results 
had been very useful from the point of view 
of the union, Such a training would be to 
the advantage of the employers and the 
sellers and the community generally. Not- 
withstanding the facilities provided, many 
employers had not the outlook te allow their 
employés to take advantage of them. To-day 
competition between the nations was very 
keen, and in the fight they wanted efficient, 
highly trained people, and the union could 
be congratulated on its foresight in advocating 
technical training of assistants. 

Mr. Mungovan (Dublin), who seconded the 
resolution, said that he was afraid that they 
did not fully realise the importance of tech- 
nical education for the young people engaged 
in their trade. The present system of sending 
young people into drapery houses and com- 
pelling them to live in and do a great deal of 


menial work that ought to be done by porters

INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS.

OF FARMING. 
NEED OF EXTENSION. 


From OUR AGRICULTURAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 


Why is fruit-growing so “backward in. : 


the Irish Free State? Fruit growers have 
frequently been surprised at the retail 
prices of fruit .produced by themselves, 
and probably their inability to secure sub- 
stantial profits has done more than any- 
thing else to prevent a development of the | 
industry. The lack of interest in fruit 
growing may also be due to the fact that 
Irish people generally have not developed 
the fruit-eating habit. Hence the com- 
parative poverty of the market. With an 
increase in the number of jam factories 
operating in the country, an extension of 
fruit-growing might be expected. To be a 
success, however, this should be done on 


systematic lines. 

Since the Department of Agriculture was 
established instructors in horticulture have 
been operating in every county iu Ireland. 
Their work, for the most part, lies in the 
direction of giving advice and: practical assist- 
ance to people with small gardens, in addition 
to lectures and demonstrations. In very few 
counties, owing probably to the uncertainty 
of the market, has fruit growing developed 
along the lines of an organised industry. 
About twenty years ago in County Kildare 
an effort was made to establish small orchards, 
but owing to want of be attention on 
the part of the owners, the trees are now in 
a dilapidated condition, and some have run 
wild, with ungatisfacto cropping results, 

DEMONSTRATIONS. : 

In order to demonstrate the value of fruit 
as a farm crop, the Department of Agricul- 
ture in 1903 persuaded 80 farmers in the dis- 
tricts of Piltown, Co. Kilkenny; Clonakilty, 
Co. Cork; Newmarket-on-Fergus, Co. Clare ; 
and Broadway, Co. Wexford, to plant an acre 
of fruit trees for five years. The trees were 
supplied by the Department, and the farmers 
undertook the fencing, cultivation and manur- 
ing. . The growers were also required to 
furnish an account of receipts and expendi- 
ture. Apples were the main crop, a few 
pears, plums and damsons aes planted in 
each plot. Strawberries and bush fruits were 
used as an undercrop te give a return until 
the trees came into bearing. 

In 1905 additional centres were established 
at Mount Bellew, Co. Galway; Naas, Co. 
Kildare; and another at Piltown; while in 
1906 centres were established at Monegmore, 
Co. Derry, and. Dungarvan, Co. Waterford. 
In 1910 twenty-one acre plots were estab- 
lished in Ballymoney, Co. Antrim, and in 
1911 a centre of © acres was established 
near Clonmel and Cahir. 

From 1912 to 1915 loans of £954 were made 
ta 77 growers, who planted 100 acres with 
18,860 apple trees, 12 pear trees, and 4,126 
bush fruits. 

This admirable work was interrupted by 
the war and the subsequent disturbances at 
home. 

It was found that, in the case of good plots 
at about the eighth year the receipts ex- 
ceefled the expenditure by about £20 per 
acre, particularly from the sale of apples 
At about the fifteenth year. the average 
profit increased according to season, and 
prices to from £25 to £46 per acre. 

THE RESULTS. 

Summarised, the results obtained indicate : 

(1) That late-keeping cooking apples are 
the most profitable, though highly coloured 
dessert apples are also remunerative. 

(2) That grass slfbuld not be allowed to 
grow over the roots of apple trees, and that 
for a period of at least ten years the ground 
should be lightly cropped or a clear space 
kept round each tree. 

ke That weak growing varieties should not 
be planted if it is intended to lay down to 
grass the space between the trees. | 

(4) Pears in the open have proved a failure. 

(5) Plums in the open will occasionally suc- 
ceed, but on the whole are uncertain. 

(6) Of the soft fruits, black currants paid 
best, yet this is a fruit but little cultivated, 
as will be seen later. 

(7) Gooseberries were a good crop, but 
American gooseberry mildew reduced the 
return. | 

Of the 21,000 acrés under fruit in Ireland, 
5,000 are in Co. Armagh, and four-fifths of 
the total area are under apples. High grade 
soft fruit, then, as now, found an outlet for 
dessert and cooking purposes, the main outlet 
for inferior grades being jam making, and 
for apples cider making. A good home and 
cross-Channel demand could be catered for if 
transit and marketing arrangements were im- 
proved. Developments in this direction 
might be made in the valley of the River 
Suir in Tipperary and Kilkenny and the 
Bandon and Blackwater in Cork and Water. 
ord. 

Where there are sufficient cottagers or 
small holders together the cultivation of 
small fruit, especially raspberries and black 
currants, should be promoted as a minor 
industry to supply jam manufacturers. 

JAM-MAKING., 

From the point of view of jam-making, 
the industry may be divided into two 
groups—one with Dublin as a manufacturing 
centre, and the other Waterford. The Water- 
ford ang has a large total area under fruit, 
and the Dublin section a greater variety of 
soft fruit production. 

Where grown, strawberries are mainly used 
for home consumption, but small lots are 
marketed through the Dublin fruit salesmen. 
For the purposes of jam-making supplies of 
this fruit would, apparently, have to be im- 
ported. Raspberries are grown in fair quan- 
tities in Counties Dublin and Meath. while 
the production of black currants is extremely 
meagre, Sligo being the only district con- 
tributing supplies in bulk. Considerable 
crops of gooseberries are grown in Co. 
Donegal.

BIRDS THAT LAP LIKE A CAT. 

Behind the cold statistics of the commis- 
sariat, recently published in the annual re- 
port of the London Zoological Society, lies a 
story of animal aches and pains, of infant ail- 
ment and of “'crankiness,” that might be the 
head nurse's report from any human nursery. 

Infant animals give the most trouble. For 
them, and for Zoo invalids generally. rearly 
15,000 fins of condensed milk were purchased 
last year. Many of the animals coming from 
tropical regions, said one of the keepers, are 
extremely delicate, and condensed milk suits 
them, because, in addition to being easy to 
store and handle, it is free from any risk of 
tubercular infection. For birds and animals 
habituated to hot climates the sweetened 
variety has excellent heating properties. 
Motherless Zoo babies thrive our it, especially 
young elephants. up to four years of age, 
young giraffes and deer. For the larger 
babies, such as hippos, it is served in a 
mammoth feeding bottle, with a teat like a 
football, 

Monkeys have bread and condensed milk 
for breakfast and supper. Humming birds are 
given the milk, undiluted, but mixed with 
honey, and served in a narrow, deep jar; 
while brush-tongued birds, such as_lorikeets, 
whose beaks are not strong enough to crack 
seeds, lap up milk as a cat does. 

Sunflower seeds are also a favourite delicacy 
among the birds. Monkey’ nuts, contrary to 
popular belief, are not fancied by monkeys, 
and are not given to any of the Zoo inhabi- 
tants, except pheasants 

For insectivorous. animals, flies are imported 
in large casks from India and West Africa, 
where they are collected and dried by the 
natives.

WESTMEATH WOMAN’S CLAIM. 

At Castlepollard Monthly District Sessions 
Anne Reilly, Kilpatrick, Collinstown, sue 
James Ward of the. same townland (adminis- 
trator of John Ward, deceased), for £25 for 
work done for the deceased man during his 
lifetime. :

As 
a result of his visit witness “ wired” to the 
sanitary authorities, as John Ward was very 
feeble and unable to look after himself: There 
were no doors or windows in the house, nor 
were there cups or furniture, He had no bed 
in the house, and he was lying on the hearth, 
and the clothes were either burned or singed. 

In reply to the Justice, witness stated that 
the deceased man. returned to the house after 
leaving the County Home. 

Justice McCarthy, in giving a decree for £8 
and allowing 10s. expenses. stated that it 
amazed him to think that the deceased man 
had been left in the house after he left the 
County Home. He ought not. concluded the 
Justice, ever to have been left out of the 
County Home.

The 
owners of Scottish trawlers would not object 
to the Firth being opened to al! nationalities, 
or closed, but they objécted to foreigners 
having the privilege of fishing in those 
waters while home fishermen were excluded.

ANCIENT RACING CORPORATION. 


The. Easter holiday meeting, under the 
auspices oí the Down Royal Corporation 
of Horse-Breeders, will be held at the Maze 
on Friday and Saturday, but very few 
people who visit the picturesque course 
have any idea of how the organisation 
came into existence. A glance through the 
records of the society carries one away 
back through the avenue of years to the 
reign of James II.; from whieh time the 
Royal Charter has been in force. In 
December, 1685, the King granted to Vere 
Essex, Far! of Ardglass; Hugh, Earl of 
Mount Alexander, and other noblemen and 
gentlemen a charter for the encouragement 
of horse-breeding in the County of Down. 
It directs how the Corporation was to be 
formed, and the style of the management, 
the principal officials to consist of a 
governor, registrar and treasurer, A 
“ plate” was to be maintained, to be run 
for yearly within the county, and for 
which they were to collect the necessary 
funds. The earlier history of the organisa- 
tion cannot be traced, as two of the minute 
books were lost, the first records of the 
proceedings beginning with minute book 
No. 3. 

In .1863 the Governor was the Earl 
of Caledon and the Registrar was 
Mr. Arthur H. Bond. It is mentioned 
that the Marquis of Downshire and Lord 
Lurgan (owner of the celebrated grey- 
hound, Master McGrath) were present at 
a meeting held that year, and other lead- 
ing members at that time were :—Hercules 
Bradshaw, William Coates, Samuel, 
Charles, and James Murland; Dr. T. G. 
Gaussen, William John Corsen, Thomas 
Walkington, James 8. Knaresbro, Andrew 
Cowan, Henry Harrison, J. C. Moreland, 
Ww. B. Forde, R. N. Batt, Matthew J. 
Nmyth, Stephen Rice, Snowden Corden, 
and J. W. Maxwell. Since those eariy 
days the Corporation has had many ups

Mr. Sinclair Lewis's new novel, “ Elmer 
Gantry,’’ is a book which no Irishman or 
Englishman would have written. A 
European, by long residence in the United 
States, might have saturated himself with 
their manners and outlook, but only an 
American citizen could have Mr. Lewis’s 
cold courage to lay his finger on the spot 
and ‘say, “ Thou ailest there and there.” 
This novel draws the career of a man who, 
beginning as a farm Jad, becomes one of 
the wealthiest and most popular preachers 
in the Middle West, and is seen, in the 
last chapter, on the eve of new conquests. 
Elmer Gantry is from the outset, and re- 
mains, an uneducated, heartless, vicious 
and vulgar person, His gifts are a fine 
presence, a good voice, unlimited im- 
pudence and commercial cunning; and 
these, Mr. Lewis insists, are the secrets of 
fame and fortune in the fields of American 
religion. Throughout the book we live in 
a hectic atmosphere of “ revivalism,”’ 
financial squabbles between rival 
preachers, the crude and fanatical debates 
of “fundamentalist” factions, sordid com- 
petition for the lavish “D.D.’s” of petty 
universities. The general picture which 
Mr. Lewis leaves with us is of a vast com- 
munity that has not begun to be influenced 
by European standards of civilisation. 
Wealth is its only goal, financial “ smart- 
ness’ the only object of its applause. In 
matters of the mind it is entirely ignorant 
and childishly vain ; Europe and European 
culture are terra incognita, We hope that 
Mr. Lewis’s indictment is overdrawn, but 
if is certain that no American writer 
would venture to launch such an indict- 
ment if it were wholly divorced from fact. 

“ What moral,” our readers may ask, 
“are you trying to draw for 
Ireland ?”’ To-day there is an _ inti- 
mate and subtle contact between 
Ireland and the Middle West. The 
cinematograph industry of California reaps 
the bulk of its huge profits from the home 
market and caters exclusively for it, The 
home market consists mainly of the 
sixty million inhabitants of the Middle 
Western States—known by Hollywood's 
cynical entrepreneurs as “ the hicks.’’. The 
films which Hollywood sends to Ireland— 
that is to say, some ninety-eight per cent. 
of all the films that are exhibited in 
Ireland—are modelled solely on the tastes 
of Wisconsin, Kansas and Iowa. There- 
fore, they are informed throughout with 
the ideas of the rawest and least educated 
section of American society. They teach 
Ireland to see the world through the eyes, 
not of American science, but of American 
ignorance, Hollywood invites us to believe 
(as Kansas believes) that America won the 
Great War. It invites us to believe that 
the Stars and Stripes is the only flag on 
which the sun never sets, that the flashy 
drawingrooms and pert women of the 
Hollywood studios represent the utmost re- 
finement of modern culture, that youth’s 
noblest ambition is to “get rich quick” 
and to have “a good time ” with many 
motor cars. .No scholarship lurks in the 
American films because Kansas recks not 
of scholarship. Their sentiment is sloppy 
and their humour of the horse-collar kind 
because Wyoming likes these things. On 
every day and night of the year (including

We 
cannot hope to establish a film industry in 
Ireland, but the Free State Government 
could procure from the Oireachtas a law 
which would compel the picture-houses to 
exhibit an annually increasing “ quota ” of 
British, French, German and Italian films. 
‘Such films would readjust the balance of 
our young people’s minds and would 
help to correct the fatuities of the 
Middle West. It is certain, at any rate, 
that, so long as Hollywood dominates this 
country, all visions of a distinctive 
national culture must be vain. 


A Japanese Crisis. 

The resignation of the Japanese Cabinet 
has taken place ‘in circumstances that 
have no precedent in the Empire’s history. 
Jt was announced on last Sunday night, 
after the Privy Council, under the chair- 
manship of the Emperor, ‘had rejected by 
nineteen votes to eleven the Prime 
Minister’s proposal to issue an Imperial 
Ordinance authorising the Bank of Japan 
te give financial support to the Bank of 
Formosa. The crisis which thus has been 
precipitated has its origins in one of the 
greatest romances in modern commerce. 
About twenty years ago a Japanese 
merchant, named Suzuki, died, leaving a 
modest fortune to his widow, who at that 
time was a comparatively young woman. 
Madame Suzuki, defying the cast-iron 
traditions of Japanese society, decided to 
enter business on her own account, and 
quickly proved herself to be a commercial 
genius. She rarely appeared in public, 
but by the exercise of remarkable enter- 
prise built up the biggest business in 
Japan. There was virtually no limit to 
her undertakings; but, just as the 
Stinnes group in Germany collapsed 
as a result of incautious develop- 
ment, Madame Suzuki's interests be- 
came top-heavy after the and 
when the Japanese earthquake occurred 
she suffered very serious losses. As 
always happens in such cases, a bank 
was involved. The Bank of Formosa had 
pledged its credit up to the hilt in the 
firm belief that the Suzuki undertakings 
were invulnerable; and when, some weeks 
ago, Madame Suzuki was forced to 
announce that she must suspend all pay- 
ments of her debts, the bank found itself 
in grave difficulties. At this stage the 
Government intervened. Mr. Wakatsuki, 
the Premier, realising that, if the Bank of 
Formosa should fail, a heavy blow would 
be dealt to Japanese credit throughout the 
world, secured the support of his Cabinet 
for a scheme whereby the Bank of Japan 
should ad@vance 200,000,000 yen, or 
£20,000,000, to the Bank of Formosa in 
order to save the Suzuki interests and to 
restore the bank’s own credit. This step 
could not be taken without the consent of 
the Privy Council; and, now that its per- 
mission has been refused, a grave situa- 
tion has arisen. It transpires that several 
smaller banks in Japan also are in 
trouble. The Bank of Formosa has ad- 
vanced no less than £30,000,000 to 
Madame Suzuki during the last few years, 
and its own liabilities to minor concerns 
are considerable. Much anxiety is felt in 
financial circles, and the leading bankers 
of Tokio have been holding all-night meet- 
ings in. connection with the crisis. They 
hope to be able by joint action to save 
the Bank of Formosa; but the Privy 
Council’s action has shaken public confi- 
dence in the national credit, and the 
events of the next few days are awaited 
with misgivings. The matter is of world- 
wide interest, inasmuch as it illustrates 
the extreme delicacy of commercial credit. 
Three years ago the firm of Suzuki was 
regarded as one of the most stable con- 
cerns of its kind in existence. Its failure 
affords further proof of the old principle 
that in business, as in every other activity 
in life, caution pays.

Flying in Ireland. 


In an interview with our Belfast Corre- 
spondent, which we print to-day, Sir Alan 
Cobham, the famous airman, makes some 
interesting suggestions regarding civil 
flying in Ireland. The Irish Free State, 
he says, ought to take a lead in the en- 
couragement of civil aviation. Suitable 
landing places ought to be provided 
throughout the country, in order that 
amateur airmen may be induced to come 
to this country for their flying, and every 
town ought to have its own aerodrome, 
under the control of the municipality. 
Irish airmen, he adds, are among the 
best in the world; yet civil aviation has 
imade no progress in their native land. 
Sir Alan Cobham predicts that in ten 
years Ireland will be an important link 
in the world’s air chain. Citizens of 
Dublin will be able to spend their ‘‘ week- 
ends ” in Paris, and will take a trip to 
New York by air without the slightest 
qualms. We agree that an air service be- 
tween Ireland and England is needed 
badly. Ireland today is probably the 
only country in Europe that has not a 
single air service, and we see no reason 
why the fast seaplane service for mails 
and passengers, which Sir Alan Cobham 
envisages between Dublin and Liverpool, 
should not be started in the. near future. 
Money, of course, is the difficulty.

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A Rugby Locarno. 

_ One of the most interesting Rugby 
matches in the history of the game was. 
played in Paris last Sunday, when 
France defeated Germany by 50 points 
to 5. The German invaders were received 
with enthusiasm by the warm-hearted 
French crowd at Colombes; and the 
spectators cheered wildly when the French 
captain presented his German rival with 
a bunch of roses before the game began. 
France, fielding her best international 
side, won, and won easily ; for the stolid 
Teutons have not yet been able to acquire 
the deftness of brain and limb that makes 
the Rugby player. Yet they made a 
creditable show, having devoted to the 
study and practice of the game all the 
thoroughness and industry which mark 
their efforts in every activity of life. The 
fleet-footed Frenchmen made light of the 
German defence; but, with customary. 
courtesy, they allowed the enemy to score 
a try at the last minute, which was con- 
verted, to the huge delight of the crowd. 
French and German flags were flown side 
by side over the Stadium, and the teams 
‘“fraternised ’’ after the match in a 
manner which would have been regarded 
as incredible a few years ago. Thus, the 
game of Rugby is succeeding where states- 
manship has failed. Hard knocks were 
given and taken on Sunday in the best 
spirit of the game, and there was not 
a single “incident.” Rugby is proving 
to be the great ambassador of peace 
among the nations, and there is signifi- 
cance in the fact that Germany has made 
her first post-war appearance in the inter- 
national arena at Paris. She has yet to 
win her spurs; but it would be foolish to 
underestimate the possibilities of her 
players. The example of France must not 
be forgotten, and the day may not be far 
distant when a German team will give us 
all some anxious moments at Lansdowne 
road. 


THE BOYNE PORTER 
SCHEME. 


A VISITOR EXPLAINS. 


From Our PHRENETICAL CORRESPONDENT. 

I had been reading the Jrish Times over 
the fire, and, perhaps, had become a bit 
drowsy, for I did not hear anyone enter the 
room. Then I suddenly saw him standing 
beside me. Though I had never seen him 
before, I recognised him at once—partly by 
his sprightly air, and partly by his wearing + 
small electric torch over his ear, much as I 
British soldiers 
wearing their half-smoked cigarettes. This 
he did, he explained to me later, to 
symbolise the duty of every citizen to use 
all the electric power he could. Only by 
massive consumption could the price of the 
power be kept low. 

His visit did not surpri.> me.as much as 
might have been expected, and I asked him 
to sit down. At first he demurred, saying 
that he wanted to make his position perfectly 
clear. He came there in his capacity as a 
Minister of State, and he wanted it to be 
understood that he was not going to stay 
under any condition that a Minister of State 
might consider to be undignified. Being 
rather nonplussed, I could think of nothing 
better than to offer him a cigarette, This 
was evidently the correct move; for he at 
once sat down and began to talk. 

He had come, he said, to discuss the 
Boyne Porter Scheme, which was encounter- 
ing most unreasonable opposition. The Shan- 
non Scheme had proved such a complete suc- 
cess in supplying everyone with cheap power 
that he eould not understand the opposition 
to the Boyne Scheme. The Boyne Scheme 
was the natural. complement of the Shannon 
Scheme. Indeed, the supply of cheap power, 
with the consequent prosperity, would be use- 
less without a supply of cheap porter. , What 
use was prosperity without porter? He 
paused a moment after this rhetorical] ques- 
tion, and I thought that-I perceived a reflec- 
tion on my hospitality, I, therefore, offered 
him a bottle of Guinness’s stout, which he 
accepted without any question of compensa- 
tion. 

He resumed. He had sought the best 
advice from American experts, he said, as 
to the method of providing cheap porter. 
He had caused analyses to be made of 
porter, and it was found that no less than 
ninety per cent. of porter was water... Look 
at the logic of that! It was clear that the 
first necessity for cheap porter was water, 
and of water there was an inexhaustible 
supply in the Boyne. Moreover, it had Tong 
been known that Boyne water had certain 
stimulating properties, which up to the pre- 
sent had not been adequately exploited. 
Porter could, therefore, more cheaply 

rovided from the Boyne than from any of 
the other rivers of the Saorstat. The selec- 
tion of the Boyne would serve also to remove 
the notion that the Free State Government 
had any prejudice against that river; and if, 
in the course of time, the consumption of 
porter were to increase so much as to drain 
the river dry, it would be a step toward the 
unity of Ireland. 

Here I ventured to make a remark about 
Boyne salmon. He replied, somewhat testily, 
that this was the business of the Minister for 
Fisheries, who could, no doubt, arrange for 
their accommodation elsewhere. At any rate, 
if people had plenty of porter, they would 
not ask for salmon. | 

I ventured no further protest, and he went 
on to talk of the objections brought against 
the Scheme. For example, some people pro- 
tested against his proposal to take over 
Guinness’s Brewery without compensation. 
If Guinness’s Brewery. were acquired, it would 
be for the benefit of the consumer in Dublin, 
of the consumer in the country, dad of the 
Boyne Scheme. He had nothing to do with 
the shareholdérs. Whatever profits came 
from porter should go to the consumers, and 
to nobody else. It was immoral to make 
profits out of the producing of porter. If 
the breweries would consent to give all their 
profits to the consumers, then there would be 
no need to go helter-skelter for the acquisi- 
tion of the breweries; but he would not 
tolerate any brewery’s selling porter either 
cheaper or better than the Boyne porter. If 
some people were to continue to drink Guin- 
ness's porter, the cost of Boyne porter to the 
consumer would be an intolerable burden. 

If he were to give compensation for Guin- 
ness’s Brewery, where was the money to 
come from? It would be paid by charges 
on the porter consumer for a number of 
years; but the object of the whole scheme 
was to provide cheap porter. Were the con- 
sumers to be asked to pay over again for the 
undertaking they had already built up? Such 
an idea could only have had its origin in the 
G-angegorman Mental Hospital or in the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce. Speaking of 
the cost of the Boyne Porter Scheme, he 
said that he had no reason to doubt that 
the scheme could be carried out for the 
money originally mentioned, bearing in mind 
that the ann of Guinness’s Brewery and 
the other breweries throughout the Saorstat, 
together with the flow of the Boyne, con- 
stituted the chief assets of the undertaking. 

He talked rather quickly, and said muc 
more than I have been able to remember— 
although he kindly repeated some of it many 
times—and I wanted a little time to grasp 
his points. As I was pondering over them, 
however, I noticed that by visitor was gone.

MR. BALDWIN'S DEFENCE OF 


THE MEASURE. 

Mr. Baldwin, in a letter to Mr. John 
Buchan, - Conservative candidate in the 
Scottish Universities’ by-election, says :— 
“The campaign of misrepresentation of the 
Government’s Trade Unions Bill has already 

un. The main objects of the bill are the 
rotection of the nation as a whole from that 
orm of industrial coercion known as the 
eneral strike, and the restoration to the 
individual trade unionist of freedom from 
victimisation, intimidation and unjustifiable 
pressure to contribute to political funds with 
the objects of which he may be out of 
sympathy.” 

The bill, says Mr. Baldwin, does not, as 
has been alleged, render illegal] any strike 
which is not designed or calculated to coerce 
the Government or to intimidate the com- 
munity, or any substantial portion of the 
community. 

Regarding the provisions as to intimidation, 
the Prime Minister remarks that it is con- 
trary to the whole conception of British 
justice that men should not be allowed to go 
about their lawful business without fear of 
molestation. 

After defending the Government's attitude 
to the political levies and to the position of 
civil servants under the bill, Mr. Baldwin 
concludes :—‘‘ I am confident that the electors 
of the Scottish Universities who have a 
reverence for our Constitution, and the prin- 
ciples of freedom of thought and action on 
which it is based, will not fail to support you, 
and by so doing support the Government in 
the proposals, which are intended to benefit 
not one particular part of the community, as 
bá ne falsely alleged, but the nation as a 
whole.

Efforts also will 
be made. to induce Mr. Macdonald to 
retain the treasurership of the party until 
the question is decided at the National 
Conference 


The I.L.P. 


In political circles it is thought that 
the troubles of the Labour Party are about 
to become acute; for the break between 
th¢ followers of Mr. Macdonald and those 
of “Mr. Wheatley is nearly complete, and 
the events of the week-end at Leicester 
have brought it nearer. Mr. Macdonald 
Is to be flouted because he opposes some 
of. the wild: policies of - the’ Independent 
Labour Party, and the rebuff being open 
and definite, cannot be ignored. —Dhe 
I.L.P. is to continue as a separate unit 
inside the ranks of the party in the House 
of Commons, where it will work steadily 
against the ex-Premier and his chief sup- 
porters. It is a very delicate positior of 
affairs which Mr. Macdonald will have to 
face on his return from the United States. 
and it will be interesting to see what he 
does with it. 


The Powers and China. 


Much speculation is taking place here 
as to the steps the Powers are likely to 
take to enforce compliance with their 
demands for reparation in connection with 
the outrages at Nanking. The blockading 
of the Yangtse is a proposal that meets 
with favour, since this is a step which 
would greatly affect. the Cantonese Govern- 
ment, as the river is its main thorough- 
fare for communication with its cities and 
armies. It is regarded as probable tha! 
some such step will be threatened ir the 
new Note, which will be despatched as 
soon as the Powers have agreed upon its 
terms. 


Smaller Cruisers. 


Should any result be achieved by the 
conference on the limitation of naval 
armaments, called on. the - initiation’ of 
Presidént Coolidge, it may take the form 
of a reduction in the size cf the cruisers. 
The present limit of 10,000 tons may be 
amended to 6,000 tons. Should the other 
naval Powers agree to such a change. 
Great Britain probably would fall into 
line, but would object to the fixing of the 
dividing line below 6,000 tons. Cruisers 
of the latter size would be suitable for 
the, purpose of ensuring the safe convoy 
of British merchant ships on the principal 
trade routes of the world. New vesse\* 
of this type would be well armed, bu! 
strength of armour might have to be sacri 
ficed to some extent in order to secure a 
speed of thirty knots. 


German Shipbuilding. 


German shipbuilding, which fell awa:

It is 
interesting to note that the Kap Arcona 
which belongs to the Hamburg-South 
American Line, is destined for the

One of the most de- 
lightful trips I had with the famous pilot 
was in 1923, when, after breakfasting at 
Plymouth, .we left about ‘7.45 for Belfast, 
making the trip in 4 ] ours and 50 minutes, 
a great part of the journey being made 
against a head wind. 

“I was accompanied on that occasion 
by Air Marshal Sir Sefton Brancker. Thus 
we had breakfast in Plymouth and lunch 
in Belfast. 

“On another occasion we left Belfast at

EMBASSY MYSTERY. 
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U.S, DOCUMENTS STOLEN 
AND FORGED.

CAPTAIN CAMPBELL TO GO 
TO AMERICA. 


Captain Malcolm Campbell, who held 
the world’s speed record prior to Major 
Secgrave’s 205 miles an hour sprint at 
Florida Beach, U:S.A., states that he will 
take his famous “ Blue Bird ” to Daytona 
in an attempt to win back the record 
during the present year. 

Captain Campbell strained his back 
during practice at Brooklands a few days 
ago, and has been forbidden to drive for 
six months by his doctor, but he declares 
that this will not affect his plans. 

The difference in time between Captain 
Campbell’s and Major ‘Segrave’s records 
was only 1 7-10 seconds over the flying 
kilometre, though this interpreted in miles 
an hour represents about twenty-five miles 
an hour. 

With straps supporting his back, 
Captain Campbell competed in two events 
at the Brooklands Meeting yesterday. In 
the Founders Gold Cup he finished second. 
He won the Lightning Long Handicap, 
after a thrilling race, during which he 
averaged just over 110 miles an hour for 
the complete distance. 


PARIS-NEW YORK BY 
ATR. 
FRENCH “ACE” TO MAKE 
AN ATTEMPT. 
PARIS, Monday. 

While New York-Paris by air is con- 
sidered as a possibility in which the air- 
men should have a very good chance of 
success, organisers off long distance flights 
have always looked askance at a flight 
from Paris to New York on account of 
the difficulty of avoiding headwinds. 
The war “Ace,” Captain Nungesser, 
however, is ready to make the attempt, 
and he is superintending the last touches 
to his seaplane. The machine, fitted 
with a 450 h.p. motor, has already 
arrived at Villacoublay, where it is being 
fitted together, and trials will begin in a 
week’s time, and three weeks from now 
it should be ready. 
In order that a flight from Paris to 
New York may be successful, it is 
admitted that an east wind is a necessity, 
and Captain Nungesser and his com- 
panion will wait until weather conditions 
warrant a start. They hope to be able to 
take off in May.—(Reuter.)

ARCHDUKE ALBRECHT’S 
CLAIM, 


From Ovr Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BUDAPEST, Monday. 

Authoritative Government and politi- 
cal circles in Hungary are giving credence 
to reports that Count Bethlen, while in 
Rome, obtained the promise of both Mus- 
solini and the Vatican of approval to the 
accession of Archduke Albrecht to the 
Hungarian Throne. England is said to 
havo already agreed to this solution, and 
it is believed that the elections may be 
held sooner than was formerly believed. 
The Legitimist Party in Hungary in- 
sists there is no vacant Throne in 
Hungary, and that young Otto, now at 
Lequeito, in Spain, is legally King; yet 
the alleged refusal of the Empress Zita 
herself to renounce the former Hungarian 
territory now held by Czechs, Poles, 
Roumanians, Serbs and Austrians is said 
to have. convinced even the Vatican that 
the Coronation of Otte would be impos- 
sible. 

Archduke Albrecht’s chances are said 
never to have been better than they are 
now. He is very popular in Hungary, 
and Admiral Horthy, the Regent, also 
favours him. Archduke Albrecht’s mother, 
the Archduchess Isabella, is popular in 


acceptance by the President of Albania of 
an Italian Protectorate. This“impression 
will not be dissipated by the language of 
the Italian communiqué. . There is no 
question, it says, of opening negotiations 
about the Tirana Treaty, which does not 
concern Yugo-Slavia, but of pure and 
simple conversations, with the object of 
clarifying the general relations between 
the two countries. 

The Italian Government, the 
muniqué continues, will admit no direct 
or indirect discussion of the Treaty of 
Tirana, which was concluded with a free 
and independent nation, and consequently 
affects only Italian interests. The im- 
pression, created by this verbal cudgel 
play can only be enhanced by the almost 
simultaneous publication in the inspired 
Italian Press of articles which are not in 
the least calculated to improve the uneasy 
relations between Rome and Belgrade. 
Disappointment at the failure of the hope 
of an early understanding between the 
chief Adriatic Powers is keen at Belgrade. 
It will be acutely felt in Paris, and still 
more in this country, where it had been 
believed. that Sir Austen Chamberlain’s 
suggestion to the Italian Government for 
the settlement of the Albanian con- 
troversy had been accepted, if not without 
preliminary criticism, by Signor 
Mussolini.

WHERE GERMANY IS 
AHEAD. 


The Times, in a leading article on British 
civil flying, deals with the official report on 
the progress of civil aviation from April to 
December last year, and says :—The mileage 
flown from January to December was about 
one-fifth, and the number of passengers car- 
ried between one-third and one-fourth of the 
corresponding figures on German lines in the 
last nine months of the year. 

For the relative smallness of the British 
totals, there are three main reasons: The 

reater subsidies given to civil flying in 
aa the advantage that country gains 
rom its central position, and the longer dis- 
tances within the country itself which make 
internal flights more worth while, from a 
commercial point of view, than they can be 
in Great Britain. But apparently a further 
contributory cause is that the German people 
take a greater interest in flying than the 
English, and are more inclined to look upon 
is aS a normal and convenient means of trans- 
rt. 

On the other hand, a gradual! exploitation 
of long distance Empire routes, with the 
formation of the air ports and . landing 
stations necessary for their development, is a 
notable and most satisfactory feature in the 
policy of British commercial aviation. The 
Acosta-Chamberlain feat. of remaining in the 
air for over fifty-one hours, which the two

‘FACE THE FACTS. 

“H. is time the conference was brought 
face to face with the realities of the situa-

sal should be taken to the conferences of 
he wider Labour movement. ‘‘It is the kind 
of proposal that would do credit to a univer- 
sity debating society, but it is not the kind 
of thing to feed the I.L.P. on;” he added. 

Another emergency resolution denounced 
the Trade Unions Bill as a declaration of war

Mr. David: Kirkwood, M.P., moving it, said 
that the Labour movement: willingly took. up 
the challenge of the Tory Government.

- AN AMENDMENT. . 
Mr. Harry Cox, of Birmingham, in second- 
ing, expressed surprise that there was no 
mention of the disabilities of civil servants 
under the- bill. 

The Chairman agreed that this was a serious 
omission,: and’ the conference sanctioned an 
addition. to the resolution protesting against 
the restrictions on Civil Service organisa- 
tions. 

Mr. H. E. Millbank, of Clapham, moved 
a further addition calling upon the leader of 
the Parliamentary Labour Party to state in 
the House of Commons that. it would he the 
duty of the Party to repeal at the first 
opportunity any legislation directed against 
trade unions, 

Mr. Millbank said that the Labour Party 
and the trade unions wanted no more ta 
from Mr. Macdonald of the kind that he 
was reported to have indulged in to the 
Rotary Club at Port Talbot about instituting 
an inquiry into trade union law. '' We say 
we are going to sweep the whole lot away, 
bag and baggage,’ declared the speaker. 
“Let them get on with their dirty work 
now, and we will deal with it in due course. 
Mr. Maedonald must say that to the blighters 
across the floor of the House. That is about 
the only thing that will put any sort of 
reason intó their minds.”

€APITAL LEVY AND SURTAX. 

Thé question of the capital levy and a 
surtaX -on ‘unearned ineome was debated on a 
resolution instructing the National Council to 
(Rois oh) minority» report of the 
Colwyn: Committee, and especially upon the 
surtax’ proposals. | | 

Mrv Lees Smith, M.P., said that it. was 
found: that a surtax of two shillings in the 
pound on unearned incomes over five hundred 
pounds a veat would yield eighty-five million 
pounds “a year,’ as against the seventy to 
eighty million Lpqunds which would be saved 
anntally by. tlre eapital levy. Those who 
signed the: minority réport recommiénded that 
the Soridlist movement should retain the 
capita! levy, but they thought that it should 
not depend onthe capital levy alone, The 
next Labour Government must be a Guvern- 
_ment of rapid and immediate achievement if 
‘they were to give a large instalment of 
‘* Socialism in our time.” They should want 
at least a hundred millions for their social 
schemes immediately the Labour Government 
took office, and the surtax proposal would 
secure eighty-five millions a year for the 
first two Budg-.ts.of a Socialist Chancellor. 

Mr. Haydock (Manchester) said that they all 
realised that unless the next Labour Govern- 
ment delivered the goods quickly it might 
discredit Labour policy for a long time. lt 
would take ninety years to pay off the 
National Debt at the rate suggested by Mr. 
Lees Smith, 

THE PRINTING PRESS.

If aceuracy be made the _ halimark of 
efficiency, the meadows of the mind traversed 
by the avenues, of truth, beauty, and good- 
ness are apt to be neglected, and to he 
deemed immaterial in more senses than one.
